Firfi % he lays for a ground,(bat there is and needs mod be Motion in the 
Bloud. i^roW^, he dcclarcs,wh:ir kind of Motion and how various that 
is,(hewingalfo,chat all thofe motionsare to be adferibed to the Vital 
Bloud^ndtobe preferved therein. 7/W/v, he imketh it his bufinefs to 
prove ( which is his main defign, that thofe" Motions are both continually 
produced ,and maintained by the means of Rcfpiration$xemi?m% fometliing 
about the Nature and Properties of the Air^nd the Fabric!^ and Motion 
of the Pneumatic^ parts. 

This done, he fhewcth the probability of his Hypothesises being inteHi- 
£ible,and able to folve innumerable quertions, and among them fuch , as 
have been efleemed almoSt infoluble. Andj?r/?,he teaches, how Refpira- 
tion maintains that Progrcffive Motion, which he alfo cals the Motion of 
Rivers*, andthcn,ho\vk preferveth the Motions of Fluidity ^xnd warmth ^ 
by the Airs fubJuing^comminuting/ind dilating the Blood. Where he 
digrefleth to give an Anfwer to thofe, that will not allow the Air to have 
any ingrefs into the Bloud; as alfo to explain the caufe of Sanguification % 
adferibing it neither to the Heart nor the Liver , but principally to 
the Lungs in thofe that are borne ; but in F*t#s\to the maternatBloud, 
and the Vmbilical veffels. 

Nextjtc proceeds to explicate the many Problems of Refpiration by 
the delivered Hypothecs: And chiefly why Refpiration is foabfolute- 
ly neceffary to Life,viz.betuufe Life principally confiits in the motion of 
the Bloud;which foon ceafeth, when Refpiration is ftopp'd. Upon which 
Queflion thus refo!ved,depends alfo the folution of divers others, to be 
found in this Book. 

To al I which he adds the reafon of the Difference, tfjerc is, as to Refpiration, between 
the B'jrnc and Vn-borne 5 folving that knotty llervc&n Problem , vi\.
